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Baptist  Woman's  Convention  Reaches  New  High

The  Woman's  Baptist  Home  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Convention  of  N.  C.  reached  a  new  high,  dur- 
ing the  1968-69  convention  years,  when  the  group 
reported  $94,142.84  for  the  objectives  of  the  con- 
vention, namely,  Shaw  University,  Central  Orphan- 
age, Home  and  Foreign  Missions  and  the  J.  J.  John- 
son Assembly  Site.  Mrs.  Vera  M.  Slade  of  Ahoskie, 
president  of  the  convention  and  Mrs.  M.  A.  Horne 
of  Winston-Salem,  executive  secretary,  praised  the 
group  for  the  outstanding  job  they  had  performed 
in  supporting  the  objectives.  Mrs.  Slade  stated  that 
the  books  closed  with  all  objectives  met. 

The  85th  annual  session  was  held  at  the  Mt. 
Vernon  Missionary  Baptist  Church  and  the  St.  Mark 
AME  Zion  Church,  Roxboro  Street,  Durham,  Aug- 
ust 12-15,  with  the  Mt.  Vernon  Church,  of  which 
Dr.  E.  T.  Browne  is  pastor,  as  host.  This  mammoth 
session,  which  also  reached  a  new  high,  was  at- 
tended by  more  than  1,650  delegates  from  every 
nook  and  corner  of  this  state.  Representing  three 
main  departments  —  senior,  young  adult  and  jun- 
ior-young people,  the  delegates  reported  $49,026.97 
for  the  objectives,  included  in  this  amount  was  $14, 
724.00  for  the  most  recent  objective,  the  J.  J.  John- 
son Assembly  Site  (to  be  located  in  Scotland  Coun- 
ty). The  County-wide  Grand  March  (The  Righteous 
Marching),  adopted  in  1967  as  a  fund-raising  pro- 
ject for  the  assembly  site,  was  culminated  on 
Thursday  with  Anson,  Johnson  and  Mecklenburg 
Counties  reporting  the  largest  amount  over  their 
quotas. 

The  theme  "The  Relevance  of  Jesus  In  This  Pre- 
sent Age"  (I  John  4:7-11)  was  discussed  by  most 
of  the  speakers.  On  Wednesday  morning,  president 
Slade  delivered  her  first  annual  address.  Hearts 
were  moved  and  prayers  were  answered  when  she

told  the  messengers  that  they  had  come  to  give  an 
account  of  their  stewardship,  to  rejoice  over  their 
achievements,  to  bring  in  the  sheaves,  to  evaluate 
the  past  year's  work,  to  deliberate  upon  the  course 
of  action  to  follow,  to  do  a  better  and  greater  work 
to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  edification  of  mankind. 
The  church  has  been  silent  too  long  and  has  been 
too  soft  spoken  against  the  evils  that  destroy  men, 
both  body  and  soul",  she  said.  "The  christian  church 
must  not  hesitate  to  sound  the  alarm,  to  proclaim 
everywhere  that  no  part  of  the  world  is  safe  until 
every  part  is  safe,  that  no  nation  is  secure  until  the 
humblest  nation  is  secure,  and  that  no  race  is  free 
from  want,  domination  and  fear  until  every  race  is 
free  from  want,  domination  and  fear.  The  religion 
of  Jesus  Christ  is  one  of  Brotherhood,  equality, 
justice,  love  and  peace  for  all  mankind."  As  she

BLACK  MANIFESTO 

President  Wilson,  in  his  second  annual  address, 
praised  the  Black  Manifesto,  recently  read  by  Mr. 
Forman  at  Riverside  Church  and  suggested  that 
the  same  should  be  read  in  Black  churches  as  well. 


No  longer  can  the  Black  church  major  in  church 
and  pastoral  anniversaries  nor  can  pastors  afford 
to  ride  around  in  big  automobiles  where  members 
of  their  congregation  live  in  poverty,  and  the  church 
must  stretch  out  its  arm  and  lend  an  affluent  hand 
to  missions. 

Mr.  Wilson,  who  also  heads  the  New  York  City 
Council  of  Churches,  recently  turned  down  an  oppor- 
tunity to  conduct  worship  service  at  the  White 
House  upon  invitation  from  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  asked  to  be  excused  to  raise 
funds  for  the  Charleston,  S.  C.  hospital  struggle. 
He  was  extended  a  later  invitation.  He  told  Mr. 
Nixon  that  the  urgent  call  for  help  to  aid  the  S.C. 
L.C.,  in  its  crusade  was  top  priority. 

Negroes  must  be  willing  to  sacrifice  and  stop  be- 
ing too  quick  to  condemn  those  among  black  folks 
who  wear  long  beards,  unpopular  clothes  and  hair 
styles  that  are  different  and  listen  to  the  message 
that  they  are  trying  to  convey. 

Praising  the  pioneers  of  Lott  Carey,  president  Wil- 
son concluded  by  asking  for  a  rededication  and  a 
moving  away  from  penny  offerings  for  foreign 
missions. 

New  U.  N.  President  to  be,  Miss  Angle  Brooks, 
U.  N.  delegate  from  Liberia,  to  the  United  Nations 
paid  a  surprise  visit  to  the  Convention  on  Friday 
morning  and  expressed  her  appreciation  to  the  con- 
vention for  the  assistance  that  they  have  given  her. 

The  Honorable  Miss  Brooks,  a  former  president 
of  the  Trustee  division  of  the  Security  Council,  who 
is  scheduled  to  be  the  first  Black  woman  in  history 
to  head  the  United  Nations  (election  (9/19/69)  is 
a  product  of  the  Lott  Carey  Mission  School  in  her 
county  and  attended  Shaw  Uniiversity,  Raleigh,  N. 
C,  from  which  she  graduated.  Miss  Brooks  directs 
the  Convention's  work  in  Liberia. 

Ninety-two  churches  gave  over  $1,000.00  to  the 
organization  to  balance  out  a  total  of  $294,017.29 
for  the  fiscal  year  from  all  sources,  which  is  the 
largest  amount  in  Lott  Carey's  history.

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A  LETTER  FROM 
THE  PRESIDENT 

My  dear  Brothers  and  Sisters  of  the  General  Bap- 
tist State  Convention : 

We  are  about  to  journey  to  the  Sycamore  Hill 
Baptist  Church  in  Greenville,  where  we  are  to  as- 
semble ourselves  in  the  102nd  Annual  Session  of 
our  convention. 

Since  we  last  met  at  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Statesville,  many  things  have  happened  in  our  con- 
vention, in  our  nation,  in  the  world,  and  upon  yon- 
ders  moon.  To  me  all  the  events  that  have  taken 
place  serve  as  a  challenge  to  our  convention  to  do 
more  and  greater  work  for  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord. 

For  several  years  our  convention  has  been  hin- 
dered from  doing  many  things  that  ought  to  be 
done.  It  has  been  hindered  because  of  a  debt  which 
it  owes.  At  one  time,  the  debt  was  some  sixty  thou- 
sand dollars,  but  it  has  been  reduced  to  ten  thou- 
sand dollars.  When  we  come  together  in  our  Annual 
Session,  let  us  erase  this  debt  from  our  records. 
This  we  can  do  with  your  help.  Brothers  and  Sis- 
ters, I  can  hear  clearly  the  voice  of  God  speaking 
to  us  even  as  he  spoke  to  ancient  Israel  centuries 
ago,  saying,  "you  have  dwelt  long  enough  in  this 
mountain;  turn  you,  and  take  your  journey,  and  go 
to  the  mount"  of  the  Baptist  Book  Store,  of  more 
field  workers,  of  greater  unity,  of  larger  contribu- 
tions, for  State  Missions,  of  Foreign  Missions. 
Christian  Education,  and  the  Central  Orphanage. 

I  dare  not  tell  you  how  much  money  you  ought  to 
bring  to  the  convention,  for  this  you  know  far  bet- 
ter than  I,  but  one  thing  I  do  know,  if  we  bring 
thirty  thousand  dollars  to  our  annual  session  in 
October,  we  will  be  able  to  pay  off  our  indebtedness 
of  ten  thousand  dollars,  meet  our  obligations  to  the 
objectives  of  our  convention,  open  the  Book  Store 
and  employ  another  full  time  worker  in  the  field. 

As  your  humble  servant,  may  I  express  my  pro- 
found gratitude  to  you  for  the  very,  very  fine  way 
in  which  you  have  already  supported  this  great  con- 
vention. May  I  ask  who  but  people  of  God,  like  you, 
would  unite  themselves  as  one  in  Christ  Jesus  to 
carry  out  the  great  commission  which  he  has  given 
us.  May  we  shake  hands  at  the  annual  session  of 
our  convention,  October  27-30  in  Greenville.

PREGNANT  HISTORY  DELIVERS!

Time,  God,  and  Man 

At  9 :32  A.M.  at  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Space  Cen- 
ter, Florida,  July  16,  1969,  I  saw  what  happens 
when  Time,  God  and  Man  cooperate.  Within  an  in- 


stant, they  delivered  with  precision  and  perfection 
a  Child  of  History!  And  within  another  moment, 
this  Infant  was  on  its  journey  to  the  moon  acceler- 
ating the  merging  of  time,  space  and  history,  — 
and  the  dawning  of  a  new  era. 

Conception  and  Gestation 
Conceived  in  the  mind  of  man;  nourished  by  all 
Americans  while  in  gestation,  —  the  affluent  and 
the  deprived;  and  in  the  fullness  of  time,  it  stood 
on  launching  pad  39A,  a  thirty  six  story  Apollo  11. 
It  had  not  only  been  formed  out  of  "steel  and  metals 
dredged  from  the  heart  of  America  and  refined  by 
workers  in  hundreds  of  towns",  but  it  also  encased 
the  spirit,  dreams,  and  scientific  progress  of  man- 
kind. 

The  Delivery 

The  lift-off  of  Destiny's  glistening  opener  of  new 
frontiers  from  its  launching  pad  by  a  71/2  million 
pound  thrust,  and  with  a  tail  of  flame  a  thousand 
feet  long,  with  staccato  thundering  sound  waves 
pounding  against  the  ear  drums,  and  the  earth 
trembling  as  if  with  fear,  was  a  brilliant,  spectac- 
ular, and  unforgettable  experience,  and  a  time  for 
sober  reflections.  Man  had  just  embarked  for  his 
virgin  landing  on  the  moon,  and  for  taking  the 
STEP  that  would  "divide  history"! 

While  Passing  Through  Shadows 

As  I  watched  Apollo  11  being  swallowed  up  by 
the  heavens,  I  could  say  with  a  depth  of  feeling: 
"What  hath  God  and  man  wrought?"  It  was  as 
though  I  had  lived  through  a  million  years  of  man's 
history  and  progress  within  a  few  compressed  sec- 
onds. 

Prior  to  the  launching,  I  stood  for  more  than  an 
hour,  with  nearly  ten  thousand  others,  anxiously 
listening  to  the  count  down  with  both  admiration 
and  AWE! 

With  Hopes  and  Prayers 

When  the  count  down  reached  minus  ten,  and  I 
realized  that  at  that  moment  man  was  standing  on 
the  threshold  of  his  most  daring  conscious  adven- 
ture, I  shared  the  feeling  of  Robert  S.  Boyd  of  the 
Miami  Herald  that:  "the  hopes  and  prayers  of  the 
human  race  .  .  (were  somehow)  .  .  squeezed  into  the 
Apollo  11  spaceship,  'Columbia',  along  with  astro- 
nauts Neil  Armstrong,  Edwin  Aldrin,  and  Mike 
Collins". 

The  Haunting  Question 

I  left  the  Space  Center  wondering  what  it  will 
take  to  bring  about  a  comparable  national  commit- 
ment to  the  overcoming  of  our  human  problems  on 
earth,  and  to  give  birth  to  another  new  and  even 
more  glorious  day  in  human  history.  This  thought- 
question  has  been  haunting  me  ever  since,  and  will 
never  permit  me  to  have  peace  of  mind  short  of 
seeing  a  similar  mastery  over  our  problems  on 
earth ! 

It  is  now  11:15  A.M.  I  am  back  in  my  room  #133 
at  the  Host  of  America  Motel,  Melbourne,  Florida.

I  know  that  you're  a  very  busy  woman  so  there- 
fore, I'll  make  this  as  brief  as  possible. 

The  purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  thank  you  for  giv- 
ing me  the  opportunity  to  attend  the  Youth  Bible 
Camp.  I  was  deeply  honored  that  my  Church  chose 
me  to  go.  I  deeply  hope  I  have  proved  to  be  worthy 
of  their  trust  and  respect.  For  I  have  tried  to  be. 

Mrs.  Horne,  I'm  sure  I  need  not  tell  you  but,  I 
must.  You're  so  nice  and  anyone  can  see  that  you're 
on  the  battlefield  for  God.  That's  the  way  I  want 
to  be.  I  want  people  to  know  that  I'm  a  Christian  by 
my  actions  and  not  because  I  say  I  am.  My  greatest 
ambition  at  present  is  to  be  what  is  true  and  honest 
in  God's  sight.  I'm  not  saying  this  to  impress  you 
I'm  saying  this  because  it's  in  my  heart  and  I  want 
you  to  know  that  not  all  young  people  are  hoodlums. 

I  have  a  problem  and  I  want  you  to  tell  me  what 
to  do.  I'm  on  the  cheering  squad  at  my  school.  The 
girls  are  all  white.  I'm  the  only  Negro  on  the  squad. 
The  girls  talk  about  everybody  and  say  some  of  the 
dirtiest  things.  I  don't  go  along  with  them  and  re- 
fuse to  comment  on  the  things  they  gossip  about; 
because  of  this  they  say  I'm  stuck-up.  Even-though 
I  know  they'd  prefer  me  off  the  squad  because  I'm 
black  but  nothing  will  get  me  off  the  squad.  I  ask- 
ed God  for  an  answer  and  I'm  gonna  keep  on  doing 
the  things  that  are  right.  I'm  gonna  keep  on  being 
me  and  continue  to  pray  for  all  of  us.  Do  you  think 
that's  the  right  thing?

Dr.  W.  C.  Somerville,  Executive  Secretary,  of 
Washington,  D.  C,  in  his  annual  report,  stated  that 
75';  of  all  funds  raised  was  sent  to  the  mission 
field  and  appealing  for  a  return  to  the  teachings 
of  Jesus  as  an  answer  to  world  crisis.  Dr.  Somer- 
ville said  that  this  will  bring  about  peace  and  under- 
standing at  home  and  abroad. 

Mrs.  Wright,  president  of  the  Women's  Depart- 
ment, appealed  for  a  watching  of  moral  and  ethical 
living  in  a  world  civilization  that  changes  before 
man  is  ready  to  change  and  the  Philadelphia  edu- 
cator, whose  husband  Dr.  J.  A.  Wright,  spoke  to 
the  meeting  on  Wednesday  afternoon  impressed 
upon  the  assembled  delegates  to  not  "let  the  word 
of  God  come  from  our  lips  when  it  is  not  in  our 
hearts." 

Opening  on  Monday  evening  with  a  Pre-Conven- 
tion  Musical,  directed  by  Mrs.  Maudelena  Johnson, 
of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  where  more  than  1,500  persons 
attended.  The  annual  session  closed  on  Friday  even- 
ing with  Mrs.  Charles  Ebong,  Nigeria,  Biafra  giving 
the  closing  address  which  described  the  civil  war 
there  and  an  offering  of  $1,700.00  was  presented 
to  her  to  continue  Christian  missions  in  Nigeria.

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BAPTISTS  URGED  TO  BE  MORE 
INVOLVED  IN  SOCIAL  AFFAIRS

The  13th  annual  conference  on  religious  liberty 
sponsored  by  the  Baptist  Joint  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Affairs  met  at  the  Sheraton-Park  Hotel  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  August  6-8,  1969.  The  theme  of  the 
conference  this  year  was  "EMERGING  PATTERNS 
OF  RIGHTS  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES  AFFECT- 
ING CHURCH  AND  STATE."  The  participants 
numbering  about  100  were  divided  into  five  sections 
with  representatives  on  preparing  papers  as  fol- 
lows: Section  1  —  The  Family,  Section  2  —  Indus- 
trial Economy,  Section  3  —  The  Defense  Establish- 
ments, Section  4  —  Law  and  Enforcement  and  Sec- 
tion 5  —  The  Educational  System.  There  were  two 
groups  which  held  meetings  in  each  of  the  sections 
and  reported  in  their  particular  section  for  the  pre- 
paration of  papers  that  were  prepared  for  discussion 
and  approval  in  the  last  general  session  of  the  con- 
ference. During  this  period  the  opportunity  was 
given  for  expression  by  the  participants  as  to  their 
convictions  regarding  the  stand  the  Baptists  should 
take  on  the  above  mentioned  subjects. 

Special  addresses  were  on  the  following  subjects: 
"Toward  a  Theology  of  Man  With  Rights  and  Re- 
sponsibilities", "The  Role  of  Government  and  Enabl- 
ing People  to  Be  Competent  and  Able",  and  "The 
Place  of  Dissent  in  a  Program  of  Justice."  As  in 
previous  years,  Dr.  C.  E.  Carlson  and  Dr.  James  M. 
Sapp  directed  the  affairs  of  the  conference  and  kept 
the  program  moving  in  order.  Throughout  the  con- 
ference, Baptists  were  urged  to  become  more  active 
in  programs  of  human  relations,  family  planning 
and  to  become  greater  involved  in  helping  to  guaran- 
tee an  annual  income  of  all  families.  There  was  also 
much  emphasis  placed  on  the  need  for  Baptists  to 
work  for  educational  reforms  in  both  private  and 
public  schools,  and  especially  in  programs  to  give 
more  aid  to  the  disadvantaged  and  to  provide  equal- 
ity of  educational  opportunities  for  all  students. 

While  the  findings  and  decisions  of  the  confer- 
ence are  only  advisory,  it  is  felt  that  they  will  have 
a  meaning  toward  society.  The  opinions  which  were 
agreed  upon  and  listed  in  five  separate  papers  will 
be  presented  to  the  Baptist  Joint  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Affairs  when  the  semi-annual  meeting  is  held  in 
October.  The  actions  following  this  will  be  referred 
to  the  following  Baptist  organizations  which  make 
up  the  Joint  Baptist  Committee.
